North American TrapshootingChampionship Set for Sept. 14
Class shooting has been recognized to the extent of being placed inthe championship division of the clay target sport by the AmericanTrapshooting Association. At the grand American clay target cham¬pionships, which will be staged on the Absecon Boulevard, Atlantic City,N. J., September 11 to 16, one full day, Thursday, September 14, will bieet aside for determining the champion of North America in each of

The winner in each of these classes
will receive a medal valued at $100,emblematic of the t tie, and a cash
prize. The contest calls for 200 singletarget.;, ifi yards nse.
Although the classification of shootershas been tried out at many largetournaments, including the Grand

American, this year is the first that
the winner will become known as a
champion. The A. T. A. is seeking to
encourage novices and shooters of the
lower classes by affording them an op¬portunity to win titles in their^lasses.Th< re arc, of course, any number of
trapshooters who find it difficult to

I break 90 per cent; others seldom aver-'
age better than 80 to 85 per cent.
Obviously, >se men cannot win a
championship where all contestants
»hoot rrn an equality and where there
is a considerable number of entrants
who average 95 per cent and better.

At Atlantic City all contestants in
the class championships of North
America will be placed in classes in
strict accord with their ability as evi¬
denced by their official averages at
registered targets. The A. T. A. has
adopted what is known as the standard
system and which fixes five classes, ac¬
cording to average, as follows:
Class 1.94 per cent and over
Clans 2.90 per cent and under 94 per cent.
Class 3.86 per cent and under 90 per cent.
Class 4.81 per rent and under 86 per cent.
Class 5.Below 82 per cent.

The class championships are open
only to amateurs, and the entry fee is
$10.50!.' Of th.s amount $5.50 pays the
cost of targets and the registration and
the remaining $5 goes into a purse
which will be divided among the five
classes, according to the number of
entries in each class.that is, each
class will shoot for the cash prizes in
its class only.
There will be optional sweeps on

each event of $2.50, and these optionalswill be divided high gun, one money.
There will also be $5 optionals on the
first 100 target?, the second loO tsr ;ets
and the tota! 200 targets, divided high
gun, three moneys for each ten entries
or fraction thereof. All these optionals
will be in the classes.that is, each oi
the five classes will shoot for the
money in its own closs only.In addition to the five gold medals.

of $100, the A. T. A. will add $1,000 it

Grant to Build Up
Braves on $100,000
From Pitcher Sale

BOSTON, July 31..The' trade which
sends pitcher Hugh McQuillan, of the
Braves, to the New York Giants for
$100,000 or more and three players
caused barely n ripple in the still
waters of baseball here.
The transfer of McQuillan was con¬

sidered a loss to the Braves by theirfollowers, and the acquisition of Fred
Toney, veteran, and the two youngpitchers of dov.btful value, but in the
statement cf President Grant that'he
intended to build up the Braves sportswriters found a promise that Mc¬
Quillan's sale money might be spentto the club's playing advantage.Although a good pitcher, McQuillan's
record with Boston has not been re¬
markable. Last season, when the
Braves won more gamos than they lost,McQuillan won thirteen and lost six¬
teen. His record to date this season
with a tail-end club has been five vie-
tories and ten defeats.

President Grant's explanation of the
deal was: "Baseball is a business
proposition. If the money doesn't
come in through the 'gates' it has to
come in some other way. And the
money hasn't been coming in throughthe 'gates.'

"I want another pennant winner and
am going to attempt to have one. Re-
member, I got a tremendous sum of
money for McQuillan, which is going to !be spertt on the team."

Tut Jackson Demanding More
Money for Bout With Wills

Ohio Battler's Dissatisfaction Over His End of Purse
Likely to Cause Squabble Before the Colored
Boxers Get Together in Ebbets Field Ring

While final papers providing for the Harry Wills-Tut Jackson fight

at Ebbets Field were signed on Sunday, it seemed highly probably last
night that a lot of squabbling would ensue before the bout actually tak.
place on August 29. The squabbling will have to do with the financial
arrangements, and it appears that it was this and not a fear of Tut Jack¬
son that caused Paddy Mullins, manager of Wills, to hold off so long
before finillv wiitinc his name on the dotted line.
A checking up yesterdaj of the ne¬

gotiations that led to the
these heavyweights d
that Tut Jackson, a native of Washing¬
ton Court House, Ohio, considers him¬
self a thoroughly high-priced lighter.
Bil Palmer,, also a resident of that
pastoral hamlet, thinks in figures that
proved to be totally inimical to the
price placed on Jackson's services by
the Ebbet.3-McKeever Exhibition Gom-
pariy, promoters of the battle, nnd the
local boxi.ig authorities. Palmer is a

co-manager of Jackson with Bill Mc-
Carney, and it was the former who
discovered the alleged terror from
Washington Court House.
The delay in making this match enn-

not be attributed to any fear that
Harry Wills may have of Jackson,
although the latter's brief ring rec¬
ord is formidable enough. The delay
was caused by the fact that when Jack¬
son's managers came hero to talk bus¬
iness with Mullins, manager of Wills,
they demanded almost as much as did
the man who has already been signed
to meet Jack Dempsey for the heavy¬
weight championship of the world.

Jackson Asks 35 Per Cent
It was only 35 per cent of the gate

receipts that this husky son of the
Ohio sticks demanded from the pro¬
moters, who were to put him on in
a match that might possibly result in
his being substituted for Wills as the
next opponent of Dempsey. Jackson's
financial agents informed the New
York Stute Boxing Commission an'i
the representatives of the Ebbets-Mc-
Kcever Exhibition Company that Tit
was no selling plater and had been
accustomed to receiving at least 30 per
cent of the gate ard frequently got
as high as 40 per cent.in Ohio.
He seemed quite uiiaMe t:> dif¬

ferentiate between gate receipts
in Ohio and gate receipts in
Brooklyn. He argued that percentages
were just as good in Ohio as they were
here and he didn't see any use in play¬
ing favorites in the matter of states.
And, he added, Washington Court
House might be jolly well oiTcnded if
Tut started to sell himself cheaply.
The Ebbcts- Paddy management

mentioned something about a $75,000
gate, but this appeared to have no ef¬
fect on the astute Mr. Palmer, who
kept insisting that Tut was worth all
the money ho was demanding and that
he would get that amount or there
would be no bout.
Paddy Mullins, who is somewhat as¬

tute himself, is said to have fixed
thirty-seven and a half per cent of
the gate receipts as the minimum at
which Harry Wills would be permitted
to mingle with the Washington Court
House terror. The combined demands
of the two colored gent3 exceed by a
very considerable margin the limit
fixed by the New Yorkfl State Boxing
Commission that may be divided be¬
tween fighters from the gate receipts,
Mullins's first claim is said to have
been for forty per cent of the gate.

Commission May Decide
Just what will be done about this

situation is a matter of conjecture and
it may be taken up by the Boxing Com¬
mission at its regular weekly meeting
to-morrow morning. Inasmuch as the
papers have been signed it is highly
improbable th.tt the Ebbets Field man¬
agement will permit anything to inter¬
fere with the match, even though a pri¬
vate arangement might be neces-<;ry in
order to make the battle possible.
According to all reports this colored

try on Foreign Soil Will Leave on Aquitania toCompete in Track and Field Games August 20

America will send forth to-day on the Aquitania the first contingentof girl track athletes who have ever gone to represent the nation on for¬eign soil. They will compete in the international track and field game,in Pershing Stadium, Pari?, August 20, says The Associated Press.Not only in athletics but in feminism^-.-.-_
does their sailing set a landmark. Be-
fore the war women were virtually
strangers to the track and field, but in
the stress of conflict, particularly in
Europe, when womanhood stepped for-
ward to fill the job? left vacant by the
departure of men to the battle iront,
they participated in game» to fit them
for their more sirenucu:. duties in
industry.
The result was that running, jump¬

ing and weight, throwing became part
of the feminine calendar, in addition
to riding, swimming, tennis and golf.When international games were sug¬
gested to compare the athletic progrès:-,
made by women of various nations, an
invitation was sent to tho United
States.

Establish New Records
Girls' colleges and boarding schools

took up the challenge. Instead of
standing on the side lines, cheeringtheir brothers and sweethearts on the
field, thousands of girls spent the
spring training and preparing them¬
selves, not always under exp-ert tute¬
lage, but sufficiently well to break half
a dozen world records when they went
into competition.
Tho field was narrowed to inter-

school and inter-class meet3, then by
numerous sectional elimination con¬
tests, and finally two national meets
were held, one in the East, the other
in the. far West, from the winners ofwhich thirteen girls were picked to gcto Europe. The judges are positivethat the thirteen are the best in the
nation.

In the mean time much trouble was

th'at nearly all of the girls are payingtheir own expenses.one ^ad to bor¬
